h.     Cadastral  Surveys  -  1962   $500,000 


The  Increase  of  $500,000  requested  for  Cadastral  Surveys  in  Alaska  would 
provide  for  the  survey  of  an  additional  200,000  acres  of  land  selected  by  the  State. 
The  Bureau  of  Land  Management,  in  order  to  fulfill  its  obligation  to  survey  the  lands 
selected  by  the  State,  must  complete  approximately  h  million  acres  per  year  for  the 
25=year  period  specified  in  the  Statehood  Act.  In  the  first  year  of  the  program,  I960, 
■we  accomplished  547,000  acres;  in  1961  we  anticipate  the  completion  of  over  1,2  million 
acres.  With  the  additional  funds,  we  could  complete  slightly  over  2  million  in  fiscal 
year  1962.  This  acceleration  is  urgently  needed  in  order  to  place  the  Bureau  in  a 
working  position  to  attain  the  average  of  h  million  acres  a  year  for  the  25-year  State 
Selection  period  assigned  by  law. 

The  $500,000  estimate  also  would  provide  for  the  survey  of  approximately 
35^000  acres  of  small  units  of  land  which  are  located  within  the  larger  areas  selected 
by  the  State.  Since  these  are  for  the  most  part  homesites,  homesteads,  Indian  allotments, 
mineral  claims,  and  trade  and  manufacturing  sites,  covered  by  valid  rights,  they  cannot 
be  included  in  the  lands  to  Which  title  is  obtained  by  the  State.  It  is  imperative  that 
these  surveys  be  made  and  plats  prepared  in  order  that  the  rightful  claimants  obtain 
patents  as  quickly  as  possible.  The  increased  appropriation  would  provide  9  additional 
permanent  and  23  additional  man=years  of  employment  which  would  permit  the  accomplishment 
of  approximately  7,^00  total  field  party  days  of  actual  field  work  in  the  fiscal  year  1962. 


5.  Soil  and  Moisture  Conservation  -  1962  $800,000 

The  additional  amount  of  $800,000  for  fiscal  year  1962  will  provide  for  the 
expansion  of  Soil  and  Moisture  conservation  programs  in  critical  areas  of  our  public  range 
lands.  Much  needed  rehabilitation  work  would  be  accomplished  in  areas  which  have  been  in 
need  of  attention  but  which  could  not  be  rehabilitated  within  available  funds,  particularly 
range  areas  burned  over  in  recent  years.  It  is  estimated  that  the  following  additional 
accomplishments  will  be  possible  with  the  amount  requested: 

Range  Seeding  (Acres)  37>000 

Brush  Control  (Acres)  57*000 

Erosion  Control  Structures  570 

Water  Developments  485 

Fencing  (Miles)  5^0 

The  increase  of  approximately  94,000  acres  of  range  seeding  and  brush  control  will 
increase  production  of  the  lands  treated  sufficient  for  approximately  2,200  cattle  for  an 
eight  month  season.  The  total  amount  requested  still  is  below  the  20-year  Soil  and  Moisture 
program  and  the  program  envisioned  in  Project  Twenty-Twelve. 

Six  additional  positions  and  20  man-years  of  temporary  employment  will  be  required.

3*  Recreation  Facilities  °  1962   $200,000 

The  amount  of  $200,000  is  needed  to  provide  minimum  facilities  for  outdoor 
recreation  on  certain  public  domain  lands  to  be  retained  in  federal  ownership  for 
multiple=use  management  and  where  public  use  has  become  extremely  heavy.  The 
campgrounds,  picnic  sites,  sanitation  and  related  facilities  to  be  constructed  would 
permit  regulated  use  and  materially  lessen  the  hazards  of  fire  and  public  safety  not 
otherwise  possible..  It  is  expected  that  through  cooperative  efforts,  local  governments 
and  organized  groups  will  participate  in  the  total  cost,  either  in  the  construction  or 
in  operation  and  maintenance  of  these  facilities., 

The  rapid  increase  in  population  coupled  with  a  sharp  rise  i|N*he  standard 
of  living,  improved  transportation  facilities  and  shorter  working  hourlKhave  greatly 
intensified  the  outdoor  recreation  needs  and  interests  of  the  public,  3&d  it  looks 
to  its  land  to  satisfy  these  needs »  Other  governmental  resource  management  agencies 
are  reporting  a  100$  increase  in  recreational  use  over  the  past  three  years  and  a 
similar  surge  in  the  recreational  use  of  public  domain  lands  is  being  experienced., 

To  meet  this  new  need  of  the  public  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management  has 
developed  an  integrated  program  as  reported  in  the  Department's  "Project  Twenty ^Twelve . 
This  provides  for  the  following % 

1.  Recognition  of  the  need  for  both  extensive  and  intensive 
recreation  uses  of  suitable  lands  and  providing  for  public 
access  to  such  lands*  Access  will  be  furnished  through 
cooperative  efforts  with  sportsmen  and  civic  organizations, 
private  land  owners,  grazing  permittees  and  licensees*  State 
game  and  fish  commissions,  and  the  general  public,  and  through 
reciprocal  rights-of«way  and  exchange  of  use  agreements. 
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Recreation  Facilities  (Cont.) 


2.  Consistent  with  policies  of  the  National  Outdoor  Recreation  Resources 
Review  Commission,  the  Bureau  has  been  working  and  will  continue  to 
work  with  the  National  Park  Service  in  making  and  maintaining  current 
inventories  of  lands  "being  used  or  having  a  potential  for  intensive 
recreational  use<> 

3-  When  recreational  use  not  of  national  significance  is  deemed  to  he  the 
dominant  use,  particularly  on  lands,  subject  to  transfer  of  title,  the 
Bureau  will  encourage  long  term  leases  or  purchase  of  such  lands  by 
States  or  other  appropriate  groups .  The  lands  may  then  receive  intensive 
development  under  provisions  of  the  Recreation  and  Public  Purposes  Act 
and  at  the  expense  ©f  the  lessee  or  patentee . 

k°     Cooperation  with  States  and  other  interested  local  agencies  and  groups 
in  developing  recreational  facilities  ®n  lands  having  significant 
multiple-=use  values .  Since  States  and  other  local  agencies  and  groups 
have  a  responsibility  in  sharing  the  cost  burden  of  providing  local 
outdoor  recreation,  the  extent  of  recreational  development  on  Bureau 
of  Land  Management  lands  will  be  dependent  upon  cooperation  in  meeting 
overfall  development  and  maintenance  costs  <■ 

To  implement  this  program,  five  new  positions  will  be  required  during  fiscal 
year  1962.  Total  costs  include; 

Survey  and  design     $  15*000 
Supervision  35*000 

Construction  150,000 

Total         200,000 

On  the  basis  of  inventories  now  in  progress  and  on  tentative  expression  of 
interests  by  State  and  local  groups  it  is  anticipated  that  the  sum  of  $150,000  would  pro- 
vide for  the  initial  construction  of  basic  facilities  on  20  to  30  sites  located  in 
Oregon,  California,  Idaho,  Colorado,  and  Montana. 
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
